Dear oir, 

Thank you very much for your letter of the i9th 
December which reached me a day or two ago. I have not got 
here a copy of the Fonrobert Sale Collection Catalogue. 
But,from the extract which you sent,it certainly looks as 
if the three coins méntioned are a set similar to but 
earlier than the set described in my article on the coins 
of Tarim of which I sent you a co py- As a matter of fact 
I was aware that coins of this type had been struck earlier 
than 1698; what Il was anxious , however, to clear tae 
to where they were struck. Hverybody seams to have thought 
that they were s truck et Java but I think my articl eg 
conclusively prove that they were struck in ingland. The 
brun/ok Alkatt has been in existence at cingapore probably 
ever since that place was established (a hundred years ago) 
and the family may well have been settled at Malacca or in 
Java atsp for centuries. for many years past the firm has 
busied itself very considerably in transporting pilgrims 
from Malaya to the holy places in Arabia and I have no 
doubt that as early as 1853 they were also engaged in 
such business on a large scale. The Alkaff family would, 

I think, describe thems¢]l ves as arabs from Hadramut where 
the coins are used both as ornaments and for currency. 

I expect that the family got these coins coined in Birming- 
ham through the Firm of Guthrie & Co., (which is a very old 
firm in Singapore) at irregular intervals starting perhaps 
as early as 1653 and ordering fresh supplies as necessity 
for such arose. xcept for the different dates (and we know 
there are several dates) the coins would seem to be much 
the same. I have seen quite a number of them and they are 
of no particular value 1 think. Yes; Hearsch and others 


knew long ago that the coins were used in south Arabia but 


prior to my paper it had always been understood and believed 


that coins were struck in Java.

I was much interested and phased te knew that the Tang made 
of bent wire bélones te Batavia. You appear te prove this con= 
clusively, ard the symbol of the sword ard wreath certainly shows 
this. I am now kieking myself that I hat not attributed theyS” 
piece befcre, to Batavia. 


I do net consider the specimen in ecpper extremely rare. 
Specimens have, no doubt, been overleoked beseuse they have al- 
weys been wrongly assigned. Nearly ali bocks hewplaced this 


piece under Laristan. It is mentioned and illustrated in Neumann, 


Beschreibung der Orkanntesten Kupfecrmliingen, Noez0892, Plate 52, 
where he places it following Peraiale He refers to the Wellenheim 
Catalogue where two pisces were described as Money of Laristan, 
Nes. 12534-5. . The Fonrobert Catalogue has it under Laristan, 
Noe 4825. Copper. Aliso Sale Catalogue "Coins of the Orient", 
gold be Rd. Frossard in New York, 1885. Lot 800. Copper. Ii has 
been assigned to Georgia as welly in Milnzkunde und Geldgeschichte 
der Einzelstaaten des Mittelalters und der Neueren Zeit., by Dr. 
Ferdina&d Friedensburg, Munich, 1926. Ke illustrates one on 
Plate XVI, Noe200, as Ceylon under the Portuguese. There are 
several in the country besides the specimen here. There is one 
in the ecilection of Farran Zerbe. 

I am enclosing a rubbing of the Horseman counterstamp on @ 
rupee of Aurangzeb, a specimen of which we have in our Cabinet. 
I am also enclosing a photograph of our copper Tang of Batavia.
